What is the secret of the success of the Hungarian teams in world 
soccer in recent years? 5 


That is the question which may be asked by local soccer fans. 


Hungary's international team was undefeated for several years prior to 
its defeat by Germany in the World Cup Final in 1954. 


n 1956, the national side revived and won all of its avay matches against 
Yugoslavia, France, Russia and Austria. In the last of these matches, Puskas, 
the Hungarian captain, received his 84th "cap." 


+ is known’ that the Hungarians have adopted a style evolved out of 
the various styles played by other Continental teams and English sides. 


The success of Hungarian football is in attack, but the systematic de- 
fence is still maintained. i 


The planned preparation of the attack commences from the goalkeeper, 
continued by the backs, half-backs, and thence to the forwards. Quite often 
it is not unusual-to see the half-backs finish off an attack as they follow through 
and receive from the forwards. : 


Quick interchange of positions is a specialty of their style, and they often 
change from defence to attack with lightning rapidity; this terrific speed 
and understanding being the result of many years of diligent training. 


The completed result of this strenuous training and well-thought-out 
schemes is now to be seen by local fans and is eagerly awaited. 
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Ferenczvaros Facts 


The champion Hungarian soccer team Ferenczvaros: has been. brought 
to Australia through the enterprise of Mr. J. Skolnik, a Melbourne business 
man. The cost of the venture is expected to approximate £25,000. 


This ambitious venture was first thought of by Professor Arpad Csanadii, 
who was in Melbourne in November, 1956, as the Secretary of ‘the Hun- 
garian Commission. 


On his return to Budapest, the lecturer made selective enquiries from 
many sources and was able to secure the services of the top Hungarian com- 
bination, Ferenczvaros, for this tour of Australia. 


This 58-year-old club is the most popular and successful club in Hungary. 
It has been a First Division club since 1901, and in that time has been Hun- 
garian League Champions 18 times, and runners-up on 17 occasions, 


The Ferenczvaros Club, has toured four continents and 29 countriés, 
and its impressive record abroad includes a victory over Uruguay (3-2) anda 
draw (3-3) with Mexico. 


Since 1956 this club has played 14 international fixtures, has conceded 
4 draws and 2 defeats. Its 8 successes include wins over Vienna ‘Rapid, 
4-2; Belgrade B.S.K., 2-1; Danish Aarhus, 10-0; French Lems, 7-1; Yugo- 
slavia Spartak-Subotica, 1-0; and Czech Slovan, 2-1. 


More Ferenczvaros players have been selected for the Hungarian Na- 
tional team than from any other club; on one occasion there having been 
nine. 


Of the team available for the Australian four, nine have been national 
representatives several times. Outside left Fenyvesi tops the list with 13 
selections, and centre half Kispeter is second with || representations.

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For the benefit of many spectators who 
are not regular soccer followers (and for 
many who are) we append herewith a 
brief summary regarding some of the 
main points of the laws of the game,

THE BALL,—Shall be spherical, made 
of leather, and the circumference shall 
not be more than 28 inches and no less 
than, 27 inches. The weight, at the start 
of the game, shall not be more than 16 
oz. nor less than 14 oz,

NUMBER OF PLAYERS— Each 
team shall consist of 11 players and no 
replacement is allowed in a match played 
under the rules of competition, 

A substitute may be allowed to replace 
an injured playet in a match which is not 
played under the rules of competition 
(today’s. match is no# played under the 
rules of competition) subject to arrange- 
ments being agreed to by both teams 
before the start of the game,

HAND-BALL.—It is a hand-ball when 
a player intentionally carries, strikes or 
propels ‘the ball’ with his hand or arm. 
The penalty for this offence is a direct 
free kick to the opposition. 


OFF-SIDE.—A player is off-side if 
he is nearer his opponent’s goal-line than 
the ball aé the moment the ball is played, 
unless: 


(a) He is in his own half of the field 
of play, 


(b) There are vo of his opponents 
nearer to. their own goal-line than 
he is, 


(c) The ball last touched an opponent 
or was last played by him. 


(d) He receives the ball direct from 
a goal kick, a corner kick, a 
throw in or when it is dropped by 
the referee,
